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Youth Yoga 

Yoga Kids Program Benefits Area Students 

Yoga Kids, Inc. recently was awarded $4,000 in 
an anonymous grant to continue its mission of working 
with New Bedford elementary schools. Students are being 
taught to master self-discipline, self-esteem, and calm- 
ing techniques during the school day. Executive Director 
Timothy Donohue feels particularly compelled to bring 
yoga to New Bedford students because he grew up in 
New Bedford himself. Teachers, principals, and parents 
are seeing the benefits in better student behavior and test 
results. Even the most challenging, at-risk yoimgsters are 
showing surprising gains. 

For six years now. Yoga Kids has been working 
with yoimgsters primarily in Grades 3 through 5 in area 
schools. At those ages, they are old enough to grasp the 
lessons but young enough to still latch onto the adult 
mentoring that is an important motivating factor. Mr. 
Dennis Winn, Principal of the Ellen R. Hathaway Elemen- 
tary School in New Bedford, said he has heard "very posi- 
tive feedback from our staff," and that "Mr. Donohue's

students have internalized their yoga skills and use them 
independently to refocus during class." 

Mr Winn told the story of one girl struggling with 
the death of a loved one. He said she "successfully used 
yoga techniques to help her find calm within her grief. 
Since learning yoga, her formerly frequent behavioral 
outbursts have all but been extinguished." 

At Sippican School in Marion, where Yoga Kids, 
Inc. has worked with students for the past six years, 
teacher Diane Cook noted she has seen demonstrable dif- 
ferences in her pupils since introducing them to yoga. She 
added her students seem more focused and yet relaxed. 

"It's amazing for all children, but particularly for 
a child who has an attention problem or other stressors," 
Ms. Cook said. "It's amazing what an effect it has had on 
the kids. Look how calm they are and reading quietly."

One eight-year-old in Ms. Cook's class said he 
thinks he does better on tests because yoga has taught 
him to relax and not be afraid. 

Yoga Kids combines mentoring and meditation 
with traditional yoga postures and breathing techniques 
to help youngsters gain awareness and control of their 
minds and bodies. Mr. Donohue talks to students about 
topics such as resisting peer pressure, avoiding substance 
abuse, violence prevention, healthy exercise and eating 
habits, and self-esteem building through overcoming 
fears, self-expression, anger management, and expanding 
imagination and creativity. 

"This anonymous $4,000 grant is allowing Yoga 
Kids to continue teaching four classes per week at Hath- 
way (in New Bedford) so that kids can really incorporate 
our lessons into their lives," Mr. Donohue said. "Mainly, 
Yoga Kids is about helping kids to handle the stress of life 
early on and into adulthood. It gives them the personal 
skills to excel." 

Similar contributions would also allow Yoga Kids 
to bring its lessons into schools which have been request- 
ing them but can't afford them — like Brooks and Ashley 
in New Bedford. Typically, schools are better able to carry 
some of the budget for a program like Yoga Kids once 
they have piloted, tested and proven it works for them. 

Mr. Donohue is in his third year working with 
local youngsters. He is now also working in New Bedford 
at Carney Academy, DeValles, Pulaski, and Holy Family- 
Holy Name. 

Yoga Kids is a non-profit organization supported

• The Town of Acushnet, and its partner the 
Fairhaven- Acushnet Land Preservation Trust, will receive 
$2,500 to conduct a baseline survey of habitat and wet- 
lands boundaries and resources on a parcel of land that 
has a conservation restriction in place, but is also in part 
an active tree farm. This study is useful because too often 
protected lands are not adequately mapped or evaluated 
for natural resources and protected species. 

• The Buzzards Bay NEP will hire an engineer- 
ing firm to help the Town of Fairhaven develop storm- 
water remediation designs for stormwater discharges at 
Seaview Avenue, near the boat ramp, beach, and a closed 
shellfish growing area. The Buzzards Bay NEP will first 
work with the town to develop an agreed upon concep- 
tual design. The value of the contract is to be determined, 
but will not exceed $20,000. Any remaining funds will be 
rolled into a new grant round this summer. 

• The Town of Marion will receive $20,000 to help 
pay for the purchase of a 248-acre conservation restriction 
on property known as Aucoot Woods or the White Eagle 
property. This award is being used to help match a larger 
project involving contributions and grants from the Town 
of Marion, the Sippican Lands Trust, the Trustees of Res- 
ervations, and the state Department of Conservation and 
Recreation. 

• The Town of Acushnet will receive $23,500 to 
purchase Tablet PCs and GPS units for the communi- 
ties of Acushnet, New Bedford, Dartmouth, Westport,

This grant is in partner- 
ship with the Buzzards Bay Action Committee (BBAC) 
and the Greater New Bedford Regional Vocation Technical 
High School, who will help these communities use and 
update data gathered in the Buzzards Bay watershed 
stormwater mapping collaborative.

Mr. Eklund said he appointed a committee to ex- 
amine motions for reconsideration which have been made 
at previous Town Meetings. With that outcome pending, 
unless someone could provide a pertinent reason to do 
otherwise, he would not entertain any such motions dur- 
ing this Special Town Meeting. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to vote to 
change the current elected Highway Surveyor's position 
to an appointed Superintendent of Streets position, to take 
effect upon approval at the Annual Town Election, and to 
delete any reference to "Highway Surveyor" in the town's 
by-laws. 

"This is the last phase that we have to go in 
modifying town government," Selectman Andrews said, 
referring to several recommendations made by the UMass 
Dartmouth Center for Policy Analysis. "Only 20 towns in 
Massachusetts still have elected Highway Surveyors." 

Selectman Andrews noted that current Highway 
Surveyor Wes Bowman's salary is $59,000 a year. He an- 
ticipated an appointed Superintendent of Streets to make 
anywhere from $60,000 to $70,000, depending on their 
qualifications. 

"We must take strong action tonight to make sure 
the position of Highway Surveyor remains a voter-elected 
position," said resident George Randall, arguing that by 
giving up this one freedom, Mattapoisett voters are in 
danger of losing other similar freedoms. 

"I think the ratio of who's here tonight versus

the number of registered voters is way out of whack for 
an important government position/' said resident Peter 
Hodges. "Trying to shove this into a Special Town Meet- 
ing (warrant) in March when we are just two months 
away from (the Annual Town Meeting) is inappropriate. 1 
think that this has been sprung very, very quickly on this 
town. I know two people took out election papers under 
the auspices that there would be a (Highway Surveyor's) 
position. We shouldn't be voting on this article with 100 
people in the audience." 

"This Special Town Meeting was scheduled for 
this issue," Selectman Andrews said. "There has to be a 
60-day separation between (the election) and the Town 
Meeting vote to change from elected to appointed. If we 
waited until the Annual Town Meeting, we would have to 
wait until next year's Annual Town Election." 

"The Board of Selectmen has always supported 
this position becoming appointed since the (Center for 
Policy Analysis) report," Selectman Steve Lombard 
added. "This position is more involved with paperwork

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ment and time. We're losing out on grant money that we 
should get. We're losing out because our Chapter 90 mon- 
ies aren't what they should be. I've been in favor of this 
becoming an appointed position since I was elected to the 
Board of Selectmen." 

Resident Barry Perkins moved to table the article, 
adding he agreed with Mr. Hodges that this matter was 
too important to be decided by a small number of Town 
Meeting voters. The motion to table passed, 127 to 37. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a total $46,727.98 in supplemental appropriations for FY 
2006. These items included: $50 for Longevity for the 
Selectmen's Administrative Assistant; $150 for Longev- 
ity for the Natural Resources Officer; $20,000 for a new 
replacement cruiser for the Police Department; $10,000 
to repair and maintain the ballfields at Old Hammond- 
town School used by the Recreation Department; $9,000 
to cover startup costs for an online interactive website for 
Town Hall; and $7,527.98 for professional services used by 
the Board of Assessors. 

"Two months ago I received a tax bill that floored 
me," said resident Brad Hathaway. "It cost me $1,000 
more (than last year). I went to the Assessors' office and 
was told there was a mistake. I found out that I owed

to sell their homes. This isn't the kind of Mattapoisett 
that 1 want to live in. What are we doing to control our 
spending? Not much. 1 see lights burning here (at ORR 
High School) at 2:00 in the morning ... and they're asking 
for a 6.5 percent increase? If we want to control our taxes, 
we've got to control our spending." 

With that, Mr. Hathaway made a motion to indefi- 
nitely postpone Article 2. 

"Consider these items very carefully," Selectman 
Lombard said. "Can we take care of these things in May? 
Yes, we can. But (the police cruiser) is a piece of specialty 
safety equipment we need. We should do these things at 
this Town Meeting and get it over with." 

With that, the motion to indefinitely postpone 
Article 2 failed, 27 to 75. 

Then resident Peter Hodges moved to amend 
Article 2 to retain the line items for the police cruiser, the 
ballfield repairs at Old Hammondtown School, and the 
hiring of professional assistance at the Assessors' office 
and delete all other line items. 

"1 think we as Town Meeting voters need to send 
a message that you can't keep coming back for more, 
whether it's $50 or $10,000," agreed resident Dana Bar- 
rows.

that $10,000 is a small amount of money when compared 
to if someone gets hurt." 

"We really have a responsibility to keep (these 
fields) safe," Town Administrator Michael Botelho added. 
"As a matter of fact, we are going to make this a regular 
(budget) item every year." 

Article 2 finally passed via majority vote, as 
amended. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to adjust 
the eligibility limits for senior exemptions, and to increase 
the exemption amount by 25 percent. Eligibility income 
limits to be increased from $13,000 to $20,000 for singles 
and from $15,000 to $30,000 for married couples. Asset 
limits to be increased from $28,000 to $40,000 for singles 
and $30,000 to $55,000 for married couples. Eligibility to 
be limited to taxpayers over age 70, and certain surviving 
spouses. 

Resident Dan Bungert, revisiting an idea first 
presented by Brad Hathaway, suggested that Articles 3 
through 18 didn't contain anything he deemed "an emer- 
gency" and, therefore, moved to indefinitely postpone all 
the remaining articles on the warrant. 

However, Town Moderator Jack Eklund said he 
could only make a motion on the current article being 
considered on Town Meeting floor. 

Assessor Rebecca McCullough urged voters to 
consider Article 3 as it would greatly benefit seniors in 
town, especially those on a tight budget.

March 7, 2006

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday March 7 at 7:00 pm 
by Chairman Jonathan Henry. Also present were Select- 
man Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman David Pierce, Town 
Administrator Jack Dolan, and Secretary Helene Graver. 

The board first approved the minutes of the No- 
vember 1 meeting (Open and Executive Session), then met 
with Police Chief Lincoln Miller to recommend the ap- 
pointment of two prospective police officers to the Marion 
Police Department.

point both to the police department as recommended by 
Chief Miller. 

The board next met with Department of Public 
Works (DPW) Superintendent Rob Zora and Priscilla 
Ditchfield of the Finance Committee (FinCom) for an 
update on improvements to the town's water and sewer 
lines and subsequent increases in betterment fees. 

Although Mr. Zora said the majority of hom- 
eowners planning to tie into the sewer line have already 
made arrangements to have the electrical grinder pumps 
installed, there are still some that haven't done so.

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them." 

To that end, Mr. Dolan wanted to update the 
board on the impact these various projects are going to 
have on the betterment rates. 

"The betterment has a couple of different com- 
ponents," Mr Dolan said. "There will be three neigh- 
borhoods we'll be doing here ... and each has a slightly 
different cost. For example, the 'Berry' area has to cross (a 
main) and the cost will be slightly higher." 

Mr. Dolan said, according to state statute, once 
the betterment rates are determined a letter will be sent to 
residents to ask how they would like to pay the amount 
due — either in sum total, or via a payment plan spread 
out over the life of the betterment. 

"Again, this isn't something the town has exten- 
sive experience with," Mr. Dolan said. "We have some 
betterments, but none of this magnitude." 

Lastly, Ms. Ditchfield discussed recommended 
changes in the sewer rate schedule. "There is no Free Cash 
and now is the time to increase those sewer rates," Ms. 
Ditchfield said. "The change we are recommending is to 
add a third tier to the usage rate. There will be no change 
to the basic charges. The third tier would be 2500 to 5000 
cubic feet, which would be $86 ... and over 5000 cubic feet 
the rate would be $124. We're asking to implement this 
rate change with the May bills ... we have a shortfall in 
revenue." 

The board unanimously approved the recom-

mended changes to the sewer rates as presented. 

While Mr. Zora was present. Selectman Pierce 
also asked about the timeframe for reopening the transfer 
station in Marion. 

"To the best of my knowledge, the transfer station 
should be back online in July," Mr. Zora said. "There's 
been a holdup filling the back wall ... I think once the 
weather breaks, they'll be able to move forward and open 
it in July. We're running two rubbish trucks and two recy- 
cling trucks now to pick the stuff up, which is taking time 
and manpower away from other (DPW) projects." 

Chairman Henry next advised a meeting was 
held last Friday during which current Board of Health/ 
Planning Board clerk Lisa Perry turned in her resignation. 
With a pending petition calling for a Special Town Meet- 
ing relative to this issue, the board felt the need to revisit 
this matter. 

"We made a presentation at the last Board of 
Selectmen's meeting ... which we thought was fair," 
Selectman Jeffrey said. "Since then, we have received a 
petition to call for a Special Town Meeting. I'm a little 
dismayed, frankly.

futaire staff changes in any elected offices without at least 
six weeks advance written notice; and to form a charter 
commission to better define administrative roles within 
town government. Added to these provisions was a move 
to consolidate the Board of Health and Planning Board 
offices into the former DPW office space in the Marion 
Town House to enable lunchtime coverage and cross- 
training of staff in the functions of both departments. 

Selectman Jeffrey asked that the Planning Board 
and Board of Health consider this revised proposal within 
10 days and get back to them, otherwise they will revert 
to their original proposal to hire a single, full-time clerical 
position for the boards.

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the vote (taken at the last meeting) ... because I have a 
deep-seeded feeling everytime we consider a counter- 
proposal, we put limitations on what we can do. I support 
combining the Board of Health and Planning Board (cleri- 
cal) position." 

Chairman Henry complained about an electronic 
mudslinging campaign which has been going on behind- 
the-scenes and via e-mails. 

"Attempts have been made by e-mail which have 
served to divide the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Administrator ... have served to divide the Town Admin- 
istrator against the other people he supervises," Chairman 
Henry said. "This is an example of how low things can get 
to impugn a person's character." 

Citing an e-mail from Planning Board member 
Thomas Magauran, Mr. Henry read: "The Town of Marion 
will eventually return to a consensus approach after Jack 
(Dolan) is gone. The only question is how many casual- 
ties will have to occur and how much pain, expense and 
breakage before that happens." 

"I am not going to be swayed by this type of 
thing," Chairman Henry said, in response. "There are two 
agendas going on here folks. There's one being addressed 
in a gentlemanly manner in public ... and there's another 
going on behind-the-scenes." 

When Mr. Magauran asked several times if he 
could comment. Chairman Henry flatly denied his re- 
quest, saying he had the floor and control of the meeting.

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"Your arrogance is overwhelming," Mr. Magau- 
ran said. 

"Where is this town coming from?" asked Select- 
man Pierce. "Let's use reason and not emotion to make 
decisions." 

"This is the third time that we're coming back to 
you and basically saying we're going to do status quo," 
Selectman Jeffrey said. "So there has to be another agenda 
going on here. We have a proposal on the table and in the 
spirit of cooperation, I'm hoping we can end all this." 

"Every sign 1 see says 'full steam ahead' and 'to 
heck with you,'" Selectman Pierce said. "To spend hours 
talking about an hour and a half here and an hour and 
a half there is ludicrous. It seems reasonable to me to go 
back to the original proposal." 

"I'm not in agreement," Chairman Henry said. 
"Based on initial information from the FinCom, we'll be 
anywhere from $600,000 to $1 million in the hole (this 
year).

discuss it openly." 

"I'm a lifelong resident, I'm not a rabble-rouser," 
said Board of Health member Elizabeth Dunn, defending 
her board. "In my opinion, we needed the clerical sup- 
port.

Chairman Henry next received a request from the 
Board of Health for $3,000 to provide independent legal 
services to defend an Open Meeting Law investigation re- 
garding a December 13, 2005 meeting as initiated by Town 
Coxmsel upon a request from the Board of Selectmen.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

March 6, 2006 
By Eletha M. Yeaton 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, March 6 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were Select- 
man Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, and 
Town Administrator James Huntoon. Administrative As- 
sistant Veronica Lafreniere was not present for the meet- 
ing. 

The board first approved the minutes of the Feb- 
ruary 13 meeting (both Executive and Open Sessions). 

At 7:00 pm, a group of Rochester Memorial 
School parents and School Committee members met with 
the board to petition the Selectmen to place a non-binding 
referendum on the Annual Town Election ballot sched- 
uled for April 12, 2006. In that way, all voters in the town 
would have a chance to express their wishes over the 
proposed full-day Kindergarten option. The deadline for 
inclusion on the ballot is March 8. 

Donna Resmrni of the Rochester School Commit- 
tee urged all parents to attend the informational meetings 
to be held daily from March 13 through 15. Parents and 
school staff will then be asked to fill out a poll from March 
16 to 17 to express their opinions. The School Committee 
will then meet on March 23 to make a decision to further 
examine the implementation of the extended school day 
based on the results of these polls. 

There are as yet many questions pending from 
both the Department of Education (DOE), the School 
Committee, parents, staff, and taxpayers. Ms. Resmini 
reiterated that the members of the School Committee are 
interested in providing the best education available for 
the students at Memorial School. 
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Selectman Nunes expressed his concerns about 
the cost of the program and future costs if it is not funded 
by the Department of Education. Chairman Laboa, in an- 
swer to a parenf s question, also expressed concern about 
the teachers' contract which is in negotiations now and 
the consequences if that is finalized before the plan is put 
into effect. In addition, he questioned the effect on addi- 
tional busing, and those costs. After much discussion both 
pro and con, the Selectmen voted unanimously to place 
the non-binding referendum on the ballot for April 12. 

The next item brought before the board concerned 
the town's proposed adoption of the Community Pres- 
ervation Act (CPA). It was suggested that solid informa- 
tion from the Board of Assessors is needed to ascertain 
whether the surcharge would be worthwhile now that the 
town's overall total assessment is up. There is a website 
that contains questions and answers plus a worksheet to 
estimate how much money would be generated through 
the CPA. Noreen Hartley of the Rochester Land Trust 
said that most towns have the first $100,000 of assessment 
exempt from the surcharge, and there may be further ex- 
emptions, for example, for senior or disabled citizens. She 
also suggested that the Conservation Agent and Assistant 
might be able to work with the Board of Assessors. 

Under the CPA plan the collected surcharge on 
tax bills would be allocated for use of 10 percent for each 
area: affordable housing, conservation, and recreation. 
The Conservation Commission (ConCom) and Rochester

life-threatening injuries and Med-Flight transported hrtn 
to Brigham and Women's Hospital in Boston for emer- 
gency resuscitative treatment. 

Thankfully, he was wearing his seatbelt; how- 
ever, his injuries were extensive. A ruptured spleen, liver 
laceration, perforated bowel and fractures of the pelvis, 
femur and ankle resulted in hjrpovolemic shock and mul- 
tiple surgical interventions. A subsequent tracheostomy, 
infections and delayed wound healing have contributed 
to a long, slow and, at times, rocky recovery. 

Adam was a patient at Brigham and Women's 
Hospital for nearly eight weeks. He was in the Trauma 
ICU for five weeks and was on a respirator most of that 
time. As a patient at Spaulding Rehabilitation Hospital, 
he participated in an active, aggressive phyiscal therapy 
program. After being hospitalized for 10 and a half weeks, 
Adam was recently discharged home to continue his re- 
cuperation. He has been blessed and has overcome many 
obstacles but still has a long road ahead including addi- 
tional surgery. 

Needless to say, he is unable to work and without 
a source of income. Health insurance, provided by his 
former employer, terminated February 28, 2006. Train- 
ing and re-education for a new vocation is a possibility.

Dave Chappelle's Block Party. Starring Dave 
Chappelle, Kanye West, and the Fugees. Directed 
by Michel Gondry.

Had she lived to see it, I think Pauline Kael, that 
notoriously hard-to-please film critic, would've loved 
Dave Chappelle's Block Party. After all, she loved the 
concert films Stop Making Sense and The Last Waltz, 
and this new movie deserves to be on the same shelf as 
those classics. She also loved Richard Pryor, and she 
might've seen his legacy living on in Dave Chappelle, the quicksilver 
comic who turns racial tension into farce. Easygoing and levelheaded, 
despite his highly pubUcized conflict with Comedy Central over the fate 
of Chappelle's Show, Chappelle isn't so much an angry black man as a 
humanist who sees the lowdown, raffish humor in people's delusions. 
(In one of his most famous sketches he played a blind white supremacist 
who didn't know he was black.) 

So when Chappelle pulled together an all-star concert on a Bed- 
Stuy comer in September 2004, he did it without anything to prove. He 
had clout now, and a way to get all his favorite musicians together for 
one eight-hour concert. Like Stop Making Sense and The Last Waltz, 
the movie is all about a good time. It's also about inclusiveness. The 
artists — Kanye West, Mos Def, Erykah Badu, JUl Scott, Dead Prez, 
the reunited Fugees — are primarily black, with the occasional white 
session player. But Chappelle, in the footage we see, goes back to his 
hometown of Dayton, Ohio to hand out free tickets to the concert (in- 
cluding transportation and a night at a hotel), and he approaches people 
of all races, ages, and genders. Some of them he probably expects to 
say no, like the middle-aged ladies who run the convenience store, but 
he just wants to see what they say and how they say it. As it happens, 
the ladies say yes. 

Those who want to see uninterrupted concert footage will probably 
have to wait for the DVD. Director Michel Gondry (who made 2004 's 
Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind) cross-cuts between the concert 
and the process of putting it together. Dave Chappelle's Block Party is 
less about the music than about the event. There's a good deal of goof- 
ing around between Chappelle and various musicians in rehearsal, and 
we see Dave doing things like trying on pimp hats or just shooting the 




breeze with the famous and nonfamous ahke. Gondry brings a caught- 
on-the-fly style to the footage that nonetheless coheres into something 
that feels planned, or pre-ordained. Chappelle happens across a college 
marching band and asks them if they want to play at the concert; soon 
they're backing up Kanye West for an electrifying, relentless run-through 
of his "Jesus Walks." 

I couldn't honestly tell you what some of the hip-hop artists are 
saying without looking up the lyrics — the words sprint out in a rat- 
a-tat Uzi stutter that my ears just couldn't process (I sympathize with 
the older white guy in tiie film who says he doesn't dislike rap, he just 
literally can't hear what they 're saying) — but not understanding all the 
words never stopped anyone from enjoying opera music. What matters 
is the syncopated joy, despair, love, hate, passion, and everything else 
that comes pouring out of the performers and their audience. As in the 
1981 punk/new- wave concert film Urgh! A Music War, the women 
make themselves heard more clearly; they've worked too hard not to 
be heard, and singers Uke Erykah Badu, Lauryn HiU, and especially the 
volcanic JUl Scott are almost frighteningly precise and powerful. Their 
segments reminded me of yet another classic concert film, Bert Stem's 
way-ahead-of-its-time Jazz on a Summer 'sDay, a gorgeous time-capsule 
record of the 1958 Newport Jazz Festival. 

Chappelle says in the film that the block party was the best day 
of his career. I'm sure it was. Given the pressures that made him flee 
to Africa and bow out of a third season of Chappelle's Show, it makes 
sense that he wanted to organize this concert (a month or so before he 
signed the famous $50 million contract) — it let him just hang out with 
creative buddies, and it let him be a/an again. Most of the time, Chap- 
pelle is just another face in the crowd, bobbing his head in time to the 
beat, nothing on his mind except the music. The movie lets us share in 
the experience.

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Failure to Communicate 




Watching voters and the Town Moderator haggle 
earlier this week over whether certain articles on Mat- 
tapoisetf s Special Town Meeting warrant were worthy 
of consideration just two months prior to an already 
planned Annual Town Meeting in May reminded me 
of the ruthless "Captain" (Strother Martin) in the film 
Cool Hand Luke. 

After beating Paul Newman's decidedly rebellious 
character into submission. Captain lets loose in his 
swarmy southern drawl: "What we have here is a failure 
to communicate." 

I think that best sums up everything that went 
wrong with this particular exercise in small-town de- 
mocracy A failure to communicate. 

Not that I think the ultimate result — the premature 
adjourning of an 18-article warrant after considering 
just the first five — was necessarily wrong, mind you. 
In fact, let me go on record as saying this was the most 
refreshing thing I've seen in nearly 16 years of covering 
Mattapoisett politics. 

Why, you ask? 

Well, because there was some honest-to-goodness 
discussion and debate to be had on that Town Meeting 
floor ... elements of what I consider to be part and 
parcel of the democratic process. And there was some 
intelligent, healthy dissention, too! People agreed to 
disagree and it wasn't anything remotely personal or 
vendetta-based. 

For too long I think the idea of democracy in Mat- 
tapoisett has been reduced to the same-old, same-old 
— with everything being handily approved in the 
same rubber-stamp fashion. Members of past Boards 
of Selectmen, in particular, have been as different in po- 
litical philosophies as the Oompa-Loompas in Charlie 
and the Chocolate Factory. But during this Special Town 
Meeting it was Selectman Jordan CoUyer who dared 
to be different. 

When resident Dan Goodman questioned whether 
an article would have been on the Special Town Meet- 
ing warrant if it weren't for Article 1 — a measure to 
change the elected Highway Surveyor position to an 
appointed Superintendent of Streets, which required 
a 60-day jump on the Annual Town Election to take 
effect and, in turn, brought the Special Town Meeting 
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into being — Selectman CoUyer simply replied: "No, 
it wouldn't have ... and it's something, frankly, I'd like 
to avoid in the future." 

Huh? Was that a politician attempting to be honest and 
admitting this was a mistake? 

It used to be that Special Town Meetings were just 
that: special. They were called for emergency fiscal 
purposes or to cover unanticipated expenses within 
a given budget cycle. So how did the bulk of these 
articles being presented to Mattapoisett voters qualify 
as "emergency items"? 

That's where the "failure to communicate" comes 
in, in my humble opinion. 

By contrast, we had the well-meaning but foiled 
attempts of affable Town Moderator Jack Eklund to 
keep things moving along when he clearly must have 
seen the writing on the wall. By the time he flatly de- 
nied resident Dan Bungert's repeated attempt to table 
Article 4, saying "I'm going to rule your motion out of 
order ... the Board of Selectmen prepared the warrant 
for tonight's meeting ... and I think your message has 
been heard loud and clear," I half expected to see that 
small string quartet last glimpsed on the deck of the 
Titanic pop up and start playing a tune. 

What, exactly, did he mean by that? 

To these ears, Mr. Bungert's motion was completely 
in order, appropriate, and perfectly legal — though I 
don't claim to be a lawyer. In fact, Mr. Bungert had 
just made a similar motion under Article 3 which was 
deemed "in order" but failed to pass muster. 

It was obviously a bad judgment call on Mr. 
Eklund's part which ultimately led to voters adjourn- 
ing the session before completing the warrant. 

That the Town Meeting was noticeably stacked 
with more than a few angry voters, I don't deny. 
But there's something to be said for those who have 
steadily watched their taxes skyrocket while similar 
"special interest groups" have stacked previous Town 
Meetings in the very same way. 

Maybe now it's Joe Taxpayer's turn to finally let 
out: "I'm mad as hell and I'm not going to take it any- 
more!" 

Didn't think I'd be able to squeeze in another movie 
reference before finishing, did you?
